WORKING FOR HIS CONSTITUENTS. 


Fhe Columbus Public Building Bill Goes 
to the President—Garland’s Old 
Hat—Gossip of the Capitol. 

Wasninaton, May 20.—(Special.] —Sen- 
ator Brown’s untiring work for an in- 
creaed appropriation for Savannah’s harbor 
has been successful. Yesterday the senate 
committee .on commerce promised him to in- 
crease the appropriation of $90,000 made in 
the house river and harbor bill, to $200,000. 
The members of the committee were of opin- 
jon that Savannah’s harbor had not been dealt 
fairly with in the house, and after hearing 
Senator Brown’s able argument in its favor, 
without much hesitation decided that $200,- 
000 was only a fair and just approptiation. 
Senator Brown only asked for $250,000, and is 
perfectly satisfied with the decision of the 
committee. 

The Columbus public building bill, which 
passed the senate a few days ago, 
will go to the president for his 
signature tomorrow. Under the Jaw the presi- 
deut has ten days within which to examine a 
bill, either veto, sign or take no action upon it.

Among those are about 
Sixty private pension bills. It is expected the 
fisheries treaty will be taken up in secret 
session regan and the further proceedings 
of the week will depend largely upon the dis- 

osition manifested to debate on that measure. 

hould the senate conclude the consideration 
of the treaty speedily, or decide to intermit its 
labors in secret session, the bill to establish a 
depariment of labor and the bills to admit the 
territories of Washington, Montana and North 
Dakota are in positions to claim its attention. 

It is the intention of the appropriatians eom- 
mittee to call up the Indian appropriation _ bill 
Thursday, which, if the committee insists, 
may displace everything else.

A REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 


Discussing the Proposition to Vote Directly 
Upon the Tariff B11. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—A conference of 
republican representatives was held last nicht. 
The subject of discussion was Mr. Mills’s rop- 
osition io vote directly upon his tariff bill or 
substitute to be offered by the republicans. It 
appears that the majority of the republicans 
are in favor of joining:issues in this way with- 
out passing through tedious consideration of 
the bill in committee of the whole or amend- 
ments, Some of the members who make ap 
the majority are influenced in the matter by a 
desire to shorten the session and get to their 
_ eeeererg: before dog days, while others be- 

eve that Mr. Milis’s bill can be beaten on di- 
rect vote. From present indications, however, 
some forty republican members favor consid- 
eration oi the bil] under the five minute rule. 
Their motive + is “to divide dem- 
ocrats by offering tempting amendments, or 
defeat the bill by delay. There was much 
talk, but no action. Western members who 
participated strenuously persisted in their op- 
position to Mill’s bill proposition, despite all 
of the arguments of leading republican spirits. 
Conference adjourned to meet again next 
Tuesday, when an effort to bring recreants into 
line will be resumed. Meanwhile the tariff 
bill has been formulated. The republicans 
subsiitute for Mil!s’s bill is, of course, subject 
to chanye, and itis hardly to be regarded as a 
final proposition until the party has been 
united, but some of the leaders express the 
opinion that this will be offered. It is is’ re- 
ported to contain the woolen schedule of 1867 
tariff and free sugar and provisions, besides 
the administrative features of Mills’s bill. 

THE WEATHER BULLETIN. 
The Weather of the Week Favorable to the 
Growth of the Crops. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—[Special.]—The 
weathercorps’ bulletin for the week says: RKe- 
ports indicate that throughout the southern 
states the weather has been gencrally favorable 
for the growing crops, although more rain is 
needed. The cool nights have retarded the 
growth of young cotton, which is, however, 
reported to be in good condition. In the grain 
regions of the northwe-t and tle Ohio valley 
cold weather during the week has prevented 
any marked improvement in the crop condi- 
tion, notwithstanding the abundance of rain 
in thuse sections. Damaging frosts occurred 
from Michigan southward to northern Ala- 
bama. Reports from Minnesota state the 
weather conditions have been generally favor- 
able for crops, though too cold for rapid 
growth. Reports from Kansos, Nebraska and 
Missouri indicate the weather during the week 
has been favorable for small grain, but unfa- 
vorable for corn. vegetables and fruit.

He is a great 
favorite in London, and his remarkable fund 
of witand anecdote has made him famous 
throughout Europe. Ly the way, the story of 
the way in which he was introduced to the 
prince of Wales is characteristic of the man. 
Wilder is almost a dwarf, being but four feet 
high, but very stout considering his height. 
He is notat all sensitive about his unusual 
proportions, but very frequently takes occasion 
toturna point on them. When in London 
several years ago he wanted to meet the prince 
of Wales, and being then a perfect stranger 
there, did not know exactly how to proceed 
about it. He bad an immense card prepared, 
which was considérably larger than himself, 
and which bore simply his name and address. 
Proceeding tothe Marlborough bouse he call- 
ed on the prince of Wales, handing his card to 
the astonished ofticial who intermediates be- 
tween the prince and his visitors. The card, 
which had to Le carried through the door 
sideways, Was carried to his royal 
highness, and the American humorist 
was scon in his presence. Since that time Mr. 
Wilder has always been a favorite of the prince, 
whom he always sees on his visits to London. 

HOW CIVIL SERVICE WORKS. 

There is a general demand among the demo- 
crais here that the party abandon the civil ser- 
vice travesty, With which it is encumbered. 
that the svstem is an immense farce is illus- 
trated in this city every day, as wellas in every 
other partof the country.

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| THE GERMAN EMPEROR 


._He Takes a Drive Out Among the 
People. 


THE PEOPLE PRESENT FLOWERS. 


The Events of the Day in the Various Furo- 
pean Capitals—The War Situa- 
tion in Europe, Etc., Etc. 


sERLIN, May 20.--[Conyrighted 1883 by New 
York Associated Press.j—For the first time 
since his critical relapse, the empe- 
ror has been seen outside of the 
Schloss. Shortly after 5 o'clock people 
assembled in front of the palace were 
gratified by the appearance of the emperor 
and empress in an open carriage. The three 
princesses followed in the second carriage, and 
in the third were Dr. Mackenzie and General 
Winterfield. The imperial carriage proceeded 
very slowly and enabled people to cone for- 
ward and present floWers to the emperor and 
empress, who received them tillthe carriage 
was heaped with them. The. weather was 
bright and the heat was almost that of m‘d- 
summer. The emperor still bears marked 
traces of fever, but his appearauce daily im- 
proves. The drive was continued to the shoot- 
ing lodge at Grunewald, and after a short rest 
the imperial family returned tothe Schloss. 
Along the route the emperor acknowledged the 
salutes of the people with a gesture of the 
hand. 

During the drive the emperor remained re- 
Clining on pillows. Every day this week he 
has showed a perceptible increase of general 
Strength. His first outing in Schloss park were 
followed by restlessness during the carly pe- 
riod of night, succeeded by refreshing sleep. 

Before today’s drive he passed several hours 
in the park, reading, writing and hearing re- 
ports. A marque is erected on the lawn be- 
hind the Schloss, It hastwo windows and is 
carpeted. The interior is furnished with a tel- 
escopic table, couches and folding sofa, espec- 
ially made for the emperor’s use in open air. 
The latter was greatly enjoyed today and the 
invalid delayed his return to the rooms until 
constrained to do so by Dr. Mackenzie. 
While walking he looks very frail and is 
obliged to lean on a staff. Every step is taken 
with evident effort. He takes strong interest 
in the preparation for the wedding of Prince 
Henry and Princess Irene. It is expected 
that the marriage, instead of being semi-pri- 
vate, will bea courgggeelebration, associated 
with the emperor’s as Three hundred 
and twenty guests have been invited, includ- 
ing the prince of Wales, king of Saxony, the 
grand duke and grand duchess of Baden, 
prince and princesses of Anhalt, crown prince 
of Greece and 2!1 members of the Hohenzol- 
lern and Hesse families. The wedding dinner 
party will consist of forty royal personages and 
covers for 250 will be laid at Marsch- 
altafel] for the household and _ suites of 
royal guests. The wedding ceremony will 
be performed in the pajace chapel, where 
special aecommodations are being prepared for 
the emperor and dowager empress, Augusta, 
Princesses Victoria, Sophie and Margaurethe, 
and Princess Alice, of Hesse, will be the 
bridesmaids. Queen Victoria has sent the 
bride an eutire trousseau of unusual magnifi- 
cence andalso a parure of diamonds, emeralds 
and pearls. !

The feeling of bitterness between the court 
and Bismarck’s partisans is intensified. The 
chancellor will return to Berlin at the end of 
noxt week. The situation is too critical to 
permit of further rest for him. 

The war drum beats with subdued resonance, 
but ever and anon the official press reawakens 
interest by some fresh alarm. Lussian prepar- 
ations are most ominous. 

The news for the week is to the effect that 
Russia has accepted the French synidicate’s 
terms for a loan. Vishnegradski, Russian min- 
ister of finance, first ruptured the negotiations 
with Comptair Descompte, angrily rejecting 
the proposals as a slurupon Lussia’s sovereign. 
Though the details of the negotiations which 
have been concluded are meagre, enough is 
known to show that Vishnegradski submitted 
to the syndicate conditions. The Tussian 
treasury obtains an advance of 15,000,000 
pounds sterling, The total loan amounts to 
44,000,000 pounds sterling, and the balance will 
be issued in the autumn if the time is oppor- 
tune. 

Bourse operators are discussing what action 
Bismarck will take regarding the loan if new 
bonds are placed on the German markets. The 
great banking houses of Berlin and Frankfort 
have conferred on the subject of the attitude 
they should assume towards the loan and have 
agreed that it would be impolite forthe gov- 
ernment to takeany legal measures to pro- 
hibit Germans from dealing in bonds. Some- 
times bankers use legitimate influence to 
frustrate the purchase of bonds on German and 
Austrian bourses. Bismarck was consulted 
onthe question and is reported to have de- 
clared that he could not propose government 
prohibition of the loan unless on the eve of a 
complete rupture with Russia. 

The North German Gazette and other gov- 
ernment organs have received inspiration fora 
vigorous renewal of attacks on Iussia; hence, 
the accusation that the czar’s agents are seek- 
ing to foment revolt in Lacedonia. 

The Gazette, in an article headed “A Rus- 
sian Fortress on Turkish ‘Territory,’’ de- 
nounces the celebrated convents on Mount 
Anthos as the center of the pan-slavist con- 
spiracy, and states that Russian pilgrims, who 
are really veteran soldiers disguised, crowd 
the convents to the numberof 10,000. Sup- 
ylies of arms and munitions of war are hidden 
in the vicinity. The porte has been cautioned 
to maintain a close watch, as at any moment 
the signal may be given for insurrection, pre- 
ceeding Russian entrance into Bulgaria. lus- 
sian activities center in the meantime in 
South Russia.. Masked batteries are being rap- 
idly constructed along the shore of 
the Black sea between the mouth of 
Daniester and Odessa, and immense 
stores of munitions are being collected at 
Odessa, where even the premises of the yacht 
club were brought into requisition as a store 
and a coaling point.

The Elevation of an Atlanta Colored Divine 
to the Bishopric. ‘ 

The news of the selection of Rev. W. J. 
Gaines, of Atlanta, as one of the new bishops 
of the African Methodist Episcopal church 
was received with great joy by the members 
of the church in Atlanta. 

Elder Gaines is one of the most highly eg- 
teemed colored men in the south, and one of 
the most prominent. He has hosts of friends 
in Atlanta,; and all feel happy over his 
selection to the exalted position of bishop in 
the chureh in which he has been so efficient a 
worker—a position for which he is remarka- 
bly well equipped. 

In the election of Bishop Gaines, the gene. 
ral conference has conferred an honor both 
on the individual and on the chureh. 

Bishop Gaines belonged, during the time of 
slavery. to Mr. Gabriel Toombs, a brother of 
General Robert Toombs. in early life he 
worked on a farm, and, indeed, was a farm 
hand until his emancipation. 

He is tal! afid fine looking, one of the 
most intellectual and forcible men of his race. 
After the war he became a preacher with 
headquarters at Columbus. He stadied hard, 
and being naturally bright, obtained a g 
education through his own earnest efforts. 
He isa born exhorter, and has always been 
prominent in church work. 

After coming to Atlanta he succeeded in 
building Big Bethel church, and it is said he 
has built more churches than any other mi nis- 
ter of his denomination in Georgia. A living 
monument te his energy and executive ability 
is the Morris Brown college out on the Boule- 
vard. Itis the only college in Georgia for 
colored youth which has been successfully 
operated without depending upon philan- 
thropic assistance from northern societies. 

Bishop Gaines has been presiding elder of 
his district for several years. He is a 
leader, a forcible and eloquent preacher anda 
man with remarkable executive ability—just. 
the man forthe position to which he has been 
elected.

The LaGrange Reporter prints a sketch of 
Hon. John F. Awtrey, who died recently in 
that town. Mr. Awtrey was at one time a 
- prominent member of the legislature and took 
a leading part in shaping legislation. He was 
born in Walton county in 1826. His early ad- 
vantages were limited. But he was built in a 
large mould, physically, intellectually and 
morally. Ilis mind expanded with such train- 
ing as he could afford. He was fond of read- 
ing and became one of thea most intelli- 
gent men of his _ time. Though 
engaged in trade—mainly in the cotton 
business—the greater part of his life, he found 
time to refresh himself with the best literature. 
He was thus well informed in history, science, 
politics and affairs of government. His judg- 
ment was sound, and his convictions positive, 
but there wasa breadth in his views which 
made it impossible for him to be narow or in- 
tolerant. He was well balanced, never run- 
ming to extremes, a safe counsellor, and was 
always found in the ranks of those who were 
battling for the right. In 1862, he was elected 
clerk of Troup superior court, and was re- 
elected in 1864. The duties of this office he 
discharged with ability. In 1874-6, he was 
chosen to represent Troup county in the gen- 
eral assembly. He was distinguished for the 
geal and success with which he battled 
for important measures of reform — no- 
tably, the fixing of the rate of inter- 
est at eight per cent.

Like a'l good modus operandi it has its 
limitof effectiveness,. As this act stands it has its 
weak and deiicicnt points. The amendment added 
toif Ly thesenate allowing a new election every 
two years whetherthe last election is either ‘‘for” 
or “‘against’’ the sale, is unfair to the cause of tem- 
perance, and is legislation in favor of crime and 
morality; because if an election goes against the 
sale the saloon licenses ofien does not expire for six 
months after such election, and the trafile goes on 
uutil these licenses expire, thus reducing the period 
of prohibition rule from ‘two years to fifteen and 
eighteen months, whereas if an election goes for 
the sale thesaloons openand commeuce their evil 
work at once. 

Such a law is totally unfair and inimical to pro- 
hibition, and is legislation in favor of crime and in- 
teinperance, This permission of oft-récurring elec- 
tions, even afler prohibition has won ina county, 
with the odious unpleasantness attendant on these 
con‘ests. is deplorable. Who can deny this.after 
witnessing these contests, mixed, asthey are, in 
their nature and quality?

WRECK ON THE C. & M. 


Narrow Escape of a Macon Excursion 
Party. 

Macon, Ga., May-20.—[Special.]—A large 
crowd left the city at7 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing to go to Madison over the Covington rail- 
road, and all received a quite unlooked for 
shock. 

Half way between Round Oak and Hills- 
boro there is a sharpcurve im the track, around 
which the train was going at the’ very slow 
rate of fifteen miles per hour. Suddenly 
there was a powerful pressure of the air brake 
on the wheels, and a jolting and jarring that 
threw many from theirseats. Before the train 
had come toa full stop the passengers were 
out to see the trouble. In a cotton field,a 
hundred feet away, lay engine No. 1, the pride 
of the road and the best one in its posggssion, 
seeming to be a mass of broken iron. 
Their first thought . was for the 
engineer, William Roberts, colored, and the 
fireman, George Ross, but before they could 
get to them Conductor Whitehead was there 
in the flames and escaping steam, pulling the 
engineer from under the pile of coal that had 
fallenon him. He was carried to one of the 
coaches and everything done to make him 
comfortable. His right foot received.a severe 
cut, but no bones were broken. His 
head was badly bruised and skinned 
up generally, but otherwise not 
seriously hurt. Strange to say, the fireman did 
not receive acut or hurt, but had a narrow 
escape from death. Dr. R. O. Cotter, who was 
on the train, attended to the wounded man. 
Alter the excitement subsided ew as- 
sembled inthe train and announced that a 
meeting was in session to draw up thanks to 
the engineer and conductor for their valuable 
services. Upon motion Colonel N. E. Harris 
was made chairman. The following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted:

An 
investigation as to the cause of the accident 
developed-the following facts: Some hundred 
yards below where the train was derailed, a

truck of the engine broke, and a _ pieee 
ten inches long was found on the track 
For a long distance the broken wheel chipped 
pieces out of the rail at regular intervals, and 
it supposed that the wheels struek the junc- 
tion of two rails, broke them apart. when the 
engine jumped thetrack. Air brakes, with 80 
pounds pressure, were puton, but could not 
stop the train before the engine, tender and 
every car was derailed. The pilot trucks and 
cab of the engine are ruined, and all the trucks 
of the cars are broken. it was a great wonder 
that no one was killed. No one even was seri- 
ously hurt A hand car was sent to Hillsboro, 
and the down passenger train flagged. The 
passengers were transferred and tne party 
continued to Madison. The return trip was 
made without trouble, as a force of hands had 
laid a temporary track around the wreck, and 
the party arrived in the city safely.

| SPEER’S DECISION | 


In the Gase of Rudolph Den- 
nicke. 


The Grounds Upon Which the Jury Was 
Instructed to Find a Verdict of 
Not Guilty—Other Notes. 


Macon, Ga., May 20—{Special.}—In the 
ease of the United States vs. Rudolph Den- 
icke charged, with embezzlement of a letter 
from the inails, the eouit instruc eda verdict 
for the defendant and he was accordingly ac- 
quitted. The case has caused a great deal of 
comment, both on account of the facts in- 
volved, and on account of the decision of the 
court on the question of theft of what is tech- 
nically known as a “decoy letter.” 

The defendant has been twice tried on this 
indictment; on the first trial he was con- 
victed, bat a new trial was granted for 
the following reasons: On the first day of the 
trial Mr. Washington Dessau, attorney for the 
defendant, attempted to impeach Postoffice 
Inspector John Hancock, who was the princi- 
pal witness for the government, by the testi- 
mony of Captain W. W. Brown, the (then) 
postmaster at Macon, who testified that he 
would not believe him on his oath. This was 
met by the government putting up Inspectors 
Booth, Dosser and Whitesides, who testified 
that they had known Inspector Hancock for 
some time, and woukl believe him on his oath. 
On the close of that day’s proceedings the 
judge allowed the jury to disperse for the 
night, under instructions not to allow any one 
to talk to them about the case, but to take 
only the evidence from the witness stand. 
The next morning, however, the 
local paper contained interviews with the in- 
spectors on the matter of the attack on Inspec- 
tor Hancock's veracity, in which it was stated 
that he was a brother of General W. S. Han- 
cock, and a gentleman of undoubted veracity, 
and that there was great feeling between him 
and Captain Brown. growing out of the letting 
out of a contract to carry the mails from the 
postoftice to the depot in Macon. 

The jury read these interviews in the paper, 
and the next morning, after the conclusion of 
the argument, a verdict of guilty was rendered. 
This verdict wasset aside for the reasons 
stated. 

The facts in the case were about these: 

Inspector Hancock had the postmaster at 
Gordon, Ga., fix up a letter containing five dol- 
lars. The letter was addressed on the in- 
side to “The Traders Insurance company, 
Pittsburg, Pa.,’’ bat through an inadvertence 
on the part of the postmaster,the envelope 
was backed to ‘*The Travelers’ Insurance Co., 
Pitisburg, Pa.” 

This letter was mailed on the train of which 
Denicke was postal clerk. Inspectors Hancock 
and Dosser boarded the train at Barnesville, 
and going into the postal car commenced a 
search for the letter. Inspector Hancock tes- 
tified that not finding the letter, they were 
about to search the person of the defendant 
when, with a quick movement, Denicke threw 
the letter on a table in the car, and he caught 
it under his hand. Mr. Dosser testified that 
he heard something drop, and as he looked 
round the letter was on the table, and 
Hancock exclaimed that Denicke had thrown 
it there. Denicke was stripped naked 
by the inspectors, and his clothing was search- 
ed but nothing was found, the decoy letter 
still contained the five dollars, and was sealed, 
but Inspecter Hancock testificd that in his 
opinion it was tampered with. 

The ‘Travelers’ or ‘‘Traders’”’’ Insurance 
company was a fiction, and the postmaster at 
Gordon testified that Hancock had said that if 
the letter passed through Denicke’s lands 
safely it was his intention to intercept it. 

The court held thata letter directed to a 
fictitious person and deposited inthe mai!s 
with no intention that it be conveyed 
by mail to the person to whom 
it was directed, but with ~ an 
expressed contrary intention, did not come 
within the provisions of astatnte intended to 


) protect letters ‘‘intended to be conveyed by 


mail’* to some person. Judge Speer stated 
that the facts brought the case within the de- 
cision of Judge Newman in the Rapp case, 
where letters were deposited in a ‘‘nixic’’ bas- 
ket. The court also held that there was a fata) 
variance between the allegations in the indict- 
ment and the proofs. That the indictment 
charged the defendant with embezzling a let- 
ter directed to the ‘‘Travelers Insurance Com- 
pany,’’ while the proof showed that the letter 
was directed to the “Traders Insurance Com- 
pany,’’ and that the pleader should have drawn 
the distinction between the envelope and the 
letter. 

The judge commented very strongly against 
the exercise by government inspectors of the 
unwarranted powers of searching the persons 
of suspected employers. 

The inspectors say that the decision will 
make it impossible for them to detect and pun- 
ish postal thieves in the district, while others 
think that it will tend to put a needed check 
ona branchof the government service not 
heretofore conducted fn accordance with the 
guaranteed rights of all citizens under our con- 
stitution to have their persons protected from 
searches made without a warant.

Afier making a running commentary on 
some passages of Scripture the Rev. T. De- 
Witt Taimage, D. D., took the text: “And 
gl went, and came, and gleaned in the ficld 
after the reapers: and her hap was to light On 
a part of the field belonging unto Boaz, who 
was of the kindred of Elimelech.”” Ruth ii:3. 
He preached from ,these words the following 


sermon. 

Tie time that Ruth and Naomi arrived at 
Bethichem is harvesttime. It was the custom 
whem a sheaf fellfrom aload in the harvest 
field, for the reapers to refuse to gather it up; 
that was to be left for the poor who might 
happen to come along that way. If there were 
handfuls of grain scattered across the field 
after the main harvest had been reaped, in- 
sicad of rskingit, as farmers do now, it was, 
by the custom of the land, left in 
its place, so that the poor, coming along that 
way, might gleam it and get their bread. But, 
vou say: ‘‘What isthe use of ail the-e har- 
vest fields-to Ruth and Naomi? Nao:ni is too 
old and feeble to go out and toil in the sun; 
and can you expect that Ruth, the young and 
the beautiful, should tan her cheeks and 
blister her hands in the harvest-fig)d ?”’ 

Boaz owns a large farm, and he goes out to 
see the reapers gather in the grain. Coming 
there, richt behind the swarthy, sun-browned 
reapers, he beholds a beautifu 1 woman glean- 
ing- a woman more fitto bend to a harp or 
sit uponathrone than to stoop among the 
sheaves.

It seemed to be a matter of no importance 
that Luther found a Bibie in a monastery; but 
as he opened that Bible, and the brass-bound 
lids fell back, they jarred everything, from 
the Vatican to the furthest convent in Ger- 
many, and the rustling of the wormed leaves 
was the sound of the wings of the angel of 
the reformation. It seemed to be a matter of 
no importance that a woman, whose name has 
been forgotten, dropped a tract in the way of 
a very bad man by the name of Richard Bax- 
ter.

In after-days that man wrote a book called

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Almost an Aristocrat. 

Forty years ago a shrewd Frenchman 
named De Tocqueville expressed the opinion 
that the lawyers constituted the aristocracy 
of this country. It is quite likely that the 
foreigner was misled by the idea that, be- 
cause a Jawyer was a gentleman by act of 
parliament in England, he was, by virtue of 
his profession, similarly dignified im aill 
English-speaking countries. 

It is hardly necessary at this time to say 
that the mere fact of belonging to one of 
the learned professions dé&s not in itself 
invest a man with anything like a technical 
gentility, so to speak. but, leaving the 
matter of aristocracy out of the question, 
the intelligent foreigner in our midst doubt- 
Jess finds plenty of material for study and 
reflection in one peculiar product of Ameri- 
can society. This human problem is to be 
found in every community figuring in the 
role of the prominent citizen. 

Just what makes the individual under 
consideration prominent it is not easy to 
explain in every instance. He is not always 
wealthy, and frequently he is in no sense of 
the phrase an able man. It may be that he 
has never been of the slightest service to his 
fellow-citizens, and yet, by common consent, 
he is allowed to stand near the head of the 
profession. Very often, when an inquiring 
stranger attempts to learn something about 
him, his townsmen are only able to make 
the vague reply that he is ‘‘one of our promi- 
nent citizens.” 

This is not altogether satisfactory to one 
who looks into the causes of things and 
analyzes results. In the case of what might 
be called the professional prominent citizen 
one naturally wonders what it is that makes 
him prominent. An explanation suggested 
by a few surface saliences is perhaps the 
correct one. The regular professional promi- 
nent citizen, in nine cases out of ten, made 
himself one simply by doing the heavy stand- 
ing around. 

But it will not do to accept this explana- 
tion without certain limitations and qualifi- 
cations. 
appear to be an easy matter to stand around 
in an interesting way, but no greater wis- 
take could be made. The art is not to be 
casually picked up. Labor and study may 
toil to achieve it, but they wili toil in vain. 
Nor will it do any good to put a man 
through a course of training in the days of 
his callow youth. He must be born to do it 
>born to do the heavy standing around. 

What has all this to do with making a 

man aprominent citizen? Everything, or 
at least a great deal. When individuals and 
the masses of a community find themselves 
day after day and year after year face to face 
with a fellow-citizen who is doing nothing, 
has never done anything, and never pro- 
poses to do anything except stand around ‘in 
an eloquently impressive style, they naturally 
go to work to utilize him. Sometimes they 
make him the chairman, president or secre- 
tary of various organizations, and again 
they make a kind of show figure of him, 
working him into matters of a social or 
political nature. In the course of time he 
becomes a necessity, and whenever anything 
is to be done it is generally given -up that 
the case is hopeless unless the prominent 
citizen can be secured. Age deals gently 
with this popular favorite, and the younger 
generations gradually come to look upon 
him as a man who could kave climbed the 
dizziest heights of fame, but whose modesty 
and public spirit led him to voluntarily turn 
ever all the prizes of life to his friends. 

After all, there are worse and more useless 
men than the prominent citizen of the pro- 
fessional sort. It is well enough to say this. 
He is on deck and is going to stay there. 
Like the poor, he is always with us, and it 
is not likely that his shadow will ever grow 
less.

The Cotton Movement, 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly ecview of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 29,065 bales, 
against 36,223 bales last week, 32,603 bales 
the previous week and 30,641 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the ist of September, 1887, 5,321,154 bales, 
against 5,158,523 bales for the same period 
of 1886-87, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 162,631 bales. 

The exports for the week ending 
Friday reach a total of 48,191 bales, 

- ©f which 36,201 were to Great Brit- 
ain, 1,656 to France and 10,334 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 157,- 
600 bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 2,190 bales, including 183. for 
export, 1,932 for consumption, 125 for spee- 
ulation. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 60,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight of 176,667 bales 
as compared with the same date of 1887, a 
decrease of 182,366 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886 and a de- 
coe of 146,208 bales as compared with 

The above totals sho that the old inte- 
rior stocks have decreased during the week 
43,401 bales and are 74,004 bales more than 
at the same period last year. The receipts 
atthe same towns have been 2,911 bales 


To the superficial mind it may | 


since September 1 the receipts at all the 
towns are 75,251 bales more than for the 
same time in 1886-87. 

The total receipts. from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,428,601 baies; 
in 1886-87 were 5,175,331 bales; in 1885-96 
were 5,301,195 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 20,060 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 15,268 bales, the balance be- 
ing taken from the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 2,984 
bales and for 1886 they were 3,887 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight,.as com- 
pared with last year, is 444,001 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1885-86 is 378,- 
823 bales and the increase over 1854-85 is 
1,141,946 bales. 

The weekly consumption in Europe is 
now 146,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
against 143,000 bales of the same weight at 
the corresponding time last year. The total 
spinners’ stocks in Great Britainand on the 
continent have increased during the month, 
and are now the same as at the correspond- 
ing date last season. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
has been quite sluggish for the week under 
review, and the fluctuations in prices were 
unimportant. Receipts at the ports have 
continued at very full figures for this stage 
of the season, but they were largely at the 
expense of stocks at interior towns, which 
decreased rapidly; so much so as to cause 
the deliveries from plantations to be esti- 
mated at very low figures. The Liverpool 
market has at times developed notable weak- 
ness in view of the statistical position 
abroad. 

Ellison’s figures were cabled on Tuesday 
and had a depressing effect, in view of the 
large excess over last year of stocks in 
American markets. On Wednesday some 
attention was given to the overflow of the 
Mississippi river, which gave strength to 
values. Thursday a firmer opening was fol- 
lowed by a decline, Liverpool having opened 
higher and then declined, the weather south 
having improved. Friday there was a slight 
advance in response to Liverpool, but busi- 
ness was very dul]. Cotton on the spot has 
been quieter. Additional sales for export 
last week of 3,337 bales were made public 
on Monday. : 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic weather re- 
ports from the south indicate that in gen- 
eral the weather has been favorable for the 
development of cotton, although in a few 
sections cool and dry weather retards growth.

When Lord Wolseley shocked his brother 
peers, the other day, with the statement 
that 100,000 men could land on the English 
coast and practically take possession of the 
country, he was satisfied to let the matter 
restthere. All that he meant was that it 
would be possible for such an army todo a 
great deal of damage in forty-eight hours. 

If such speculations are in order, it would 
be an easy matter to make out a bad case 
against this country. In theevent of a sud- 
den flurry with England, Spain, France, or 
even one of the South American powers, the 
enemy’s fleet would have little difficulty in 
destroying our sea coast cities, and the cap- 
ture and burning of Washington City might 
take place for the second time within a cen- 
tury. With ourrotten navy and inadequate 
coast defenses our resistance would not 
amount to the dignity of a sham battle. 

Now, this way of putting things is enti- 
tled to fully as much weight as Lord Wolse- 
ley’s statement, but the results will not be 
as gratifying. The British will lose no time 
in strengthening their fortifications and per- 
fecting their military system. Our people, 
on the other hand, will stick to their policy 
of inactivity, feeling assured that no foreign 
nation will ever attack us. 

And yet it is quite possible that before the 
present generation disappears froin the stage 
some unexpected complication, some dispu- 
ted question, will plunge us into trouble 
with another power. It may be the Panama 
canal matter, or the fisheries question, or 
something else. Ilowever, it does not con- 
cern us what the particular issue may be. 
The point is, are we ready to meet and re- 
pel aggression? There can be but one an- 
swer, and this fact alone should cause us to 
begin the work of necessary preparation.

Storms on the Atlantic Coast. 

Eprrors ConstTirution: Why is it that the 
North Atlantic states get all .their storms with east- 
erly winds, when the precursors and warnings of 
storms aiways come from the northwest? 

READER. 

The firstanswer tothe above question is—they 
d@n’t. Itis necessary to besure that our facts are 
correctly stated before we attempt to generalize on 
them, and the above statement is not correct. All 
the sto:ms of ti @ north Atlantic states do not come 
with easterly winds, though the most of them do: 
and though the majority of thestorm warnings come 
from the northwest, it cannot be said that all do so. 
It is §true on all partsof the earth’s surface that 
a coming storm from one ~point of the 
compass is heralded by a wind blowing 
from the point irectly opposite, a fact 
which causesno surprise after we have given it 
& moment’s thought, for we know that a storm area 
is one of a low barometric pressure, and that the 
storm is caused and prolonged by the rushing in of 
air-currents from all directions to this region of low 
pressure. The wind, therefore, which we perceive 
coming from the northwest when a storm is ap- 
proaching trom the southeast, is part of the general 
movement of all the surrounding atmosphere to- 
ward the area of low pressure. The storms of the 
Atlantic states come from the southeast, the nortb- 
east, and the northwest, The southeast storms ori- 
ginate in the West Indies, They are carried by the 
wind against the eastern coast of North America 
and penetrate inland upon the states, over a greater 
or Jess extent of territory. These storms are most 
prevalent during the summer months. The north- 
east storms are brought by polar winds. These de- 
fiected by the earth’s rotation from a direct current 
southward from the pole, are borne against the At- 
lantic coast laden with the moisture ot the 
ocean. The well-known northwest storm of the 
Mississippi valley also often reaches thé Atlantic 
states. Thisis(the northeast polar wind, which, 
striking the Rocky mountains, is thrown back and 
sweeps as a northwest wind over the central prai- 
ries. This wind having passed over such an extent 
of land is much drier than the ocean wind. Thus 
it happens that this cold, dry wind, striking the 
moisture-laden eastern sea breeze on the sea coast, 
causes a sudden fall of temperature in this warmer 
wind, which thereupon yields up its moisture, just 
as the water oozes outof the wet sponge when you 
squeeze it. in other words, the precursor of the 
storm, the cold, dry wind, came from the west. But 
when it had cooled the sea breeze tothe point of 
rain, that rain sets in upon the land in the form of 
an easterly storm, There would seem to be nothing 
more capricious tan the variable winds ot the ten. 
perate zones, yet they are all seen to follow im por- 
tant general laws.

many years Colorado and Nevada and Montana and 
even California? Gentlemen of the old political 

ties, it is time to be putting your life preservers 
n wrdér, for as sure as you are a foot high, we are 
about to have a freshet. And when you craw! out 
again on dry land you will find—whatever parties 
cail themselyes—the issue of all issues that oceupies 
folks’ mind and conversation will be prohibition 
and anti-probibition.”’ 

What are the fucts which render this prediction 


probable? They are these: 1. The republican party, 
which enjoys the same monopoly of inte)ligence 
and worth at the north as the democratic party at 
the south, is, by its cowardice and double dealing 
on the question of prohibition, driving from its 
ranks sincere prohibitionists. Enough of these 
voted for St, John in 18M to give to Mr. Cleveland 
the vote of New York and thus secure his election. 
This defection will be ten-fold greater this year; so 
that Mr. Watterson is warranted in bs stayement 
in the current Forum that after 1888 the repulican 
party will goto pieces and be reformed on the lines 
of prohibition and protection. 2. The democratic 
party stands in imminent danger of driving from 
its ranks the conscientious prohibitionists (who 
compose a Majority of the solid south) by retaining 
in its platform the declaration against prohibition, 
The democratic state platforms recently put forth 
by the party conventions in the north and west, 
which formerly contained a similar ceclaration, 
have wisely omitted it; and the question is whether 
the national convention will have the wisdom to do 
the same thing. If not, the democratic party will 
take position as the whisky party of the nation 
and while it will carry the south in 1888 because of 
the strength ofparty name and party alliance, can 
it hope that these influences will hold the prohi- 
bition element beyond this campaign? It can not; 
for the simple reason that the prohibition issue is, 
with its advocates, a queston of conscience; and 
while men may subordinate their judgment on 
economic questions, such as the tariff, tothe dicta- 
tion of party, tbey will not subordinate their con- 
sciences on questions which have a moral import. 
The resuit will be just what the Southwest pre- 
dicts. 

The whisky power now dominates American pol- 
itics, national, state and municipal. Bishop Ireland 
did not exaggerate when he declared that the saloon 
is threatening the very existence of republican in- 
stituticns and thatit bas already reduced suffrage 
toa farce. Prohibition is forced into polities, for 
the simple reason that the saloon being already en- 
trenched in politics, it can not be dislodged without 
being charged and routed from its breastworks. But 
while prohibition, like every other igsue that must 
emerge into law under our republican system, is 
necessarily political, it does not follow that it should 
enter into party politics.;Prohibitionjis already a na- 
tional question. The decision of the supreme court 
of the United States in the lowa case holding that a 
prohibition state cannot regulate the manner in 
which liquorfrom otherstates shall be Imported 
into its borders, demonstrated the necessity of nag 
tional law to make state prohibition effective. But 
it does not follow that prohibition must be ana. 
tional party question. There is, however, I respect- 
fully submit, but one way in which the result and 
the rapid development of a powerful prohibvition 
party can be avoided. If both the existing 
parties will announce per platform that 
they willsubmit tothe people for their vote in 
non-partisan elections whatever measures for the 
suppression ofthe saloon the people desire to be 
subniitted, and will pledge themselyes to enforce 
such measures as may be thus adopied, then in my 
judgment the interests of prohibitlon would be in 
this way best promoted and the party movement 
would lose its raison d’etre. But otherwise the 
prophecy of the liquor journal will inevitably be 
fulfilled, and the exodus from the democratic party 
in the south will decimate its ranks 

There would be no greater want of yarty loyalty 
evidenced by such a result than was proposed by 
the president of the brewers’ congress, who said: 
“It becomes important for us to consider where we 
can look for a new political connection with an ex- 
isting party or for the material for the organization 
ofa new one.” 

But, it may be said, the objectionable clause wa: 
in the platform of 1884. Why would it cause greater 
disatfection now than then? Because (1) in 1884 this 
clause attracted scarcely any notice. Since then, 
there have been two {s:ate campaigns and many lo- 
cal elections in the southern states, in all of which 
(except in Atianta)the anti-prohibitionist haye made 
the most of the democratic party’s attitude acainst 
prohibition, and have thoroughly advertised the 
anti sumptury clause. The liquor popers have noti- 
fied Messrs. Reagan, Colquitt and Grady that they 
must give up their democracy or their prohibition. 
(2) The prohibition party is now organized in.all 
the soyjhern states (exceptone), and will basea 
stirrinz and effective appeal to the consciences of 
the democratic prohibitionists upon the retention of 
this clause. 

But, it may be said, tariff reduction is the over- 
shadowing issue and prohibition will be forgotten. 
No, indeed! It may well be doubted whether the 
people at laige are much _ impressed 
with the woes they suffer from 
the present tariff- It takes a statistical 
argument to make them see the alleged woes, and 
some there are who do not see them atall. But the 
ever present, omnipresent evils of the barroom busi- 
ness and barroom domination are self-evident and 
have produded buring convictions in the hearts of 
tens of thovgand prohibitionists, on which the tariff 
question has put no extinguisher. Indeed, itis well 
known that the whisky ring and the whole liquor 
trade are doing all they can to keep the newspapers 
and politicians beating gongs about tariff reduction 
for the express purpose of drowning the voice of pro- 
hibition sentiment. In its issue of December 30th, 
1887, the Bar (liquor organ of New York) said: 

Tie tariff is, therefore, a friend of the (liquor) 
trade, and all should lend themseives to stirring it 
up. While politicians baye their hands full with 
the tariff they will be very. sure to let everything 
eise slide, and prohibition, whieh has lately been 
making so mnch noise, will evaporate. 

But, tt may be said, the same reason which has 
heretofore kept the south solid will stl preserve 
the democratic party intact. This argument con- 
jures with that potent wand, “the nigger; and it 
would meet the case, but for the faet that the hand- 
ful of white republicans in the south who have no 
cohesiow to keep themselves together except the 
opportunity once in four yearsto make something 
by representing rotten boronghs in «a national con-

ilization.”” The people who toil and strive are to 
reap the reward of their efforts, pains and suffering;

in conforinity withits real interests." Gencral Bouse 
langer does not favor his readeis with a sketch ofhis 
reform scheme asa whole, but there is one reform 
as to which he is explicit: 

There are some short-sighted individuals wha 
would lay down iu our country that the sole mise 
sionofthe army isto fightand hold its tongue, 
Now, if the army wears a sword, itis the political 
power that orders it to araw itor keep it sheathed. 
in our times, when armies are nothing but the na- 
tions themselves ready to rush against each other 
isit possible to force upon men tte des pairing 
obligation to keep silently watching, with 
folded arms, the lamentable speetacle of faults and, 
errors which they hold to be in _ the highest degree 
dangerous for their country, and, once the hour of 
peril has struck, to tell them: *:We have only rou to 
trust to now to extricate us from the prie’pice. If 
we fall, your pame, your good repute, your honor 
will be the first victims of cataclysm.” For my 
part I decline to be made a scapegoat. 

The general adds that he has been led to this con« 
clusion by the study of the war of 1870, and by make 
ing public the result of his studies he feels sure that 
he will have done his country a@ great service and 
have taught the people their duties by enlightening 
them as to their rights. He will convey the truth 
to the garretand the cottage, and feels confident 
that his book will inspire the French people “with 
a consc.ousness Of its‘ valor, its strength, its supe- 
riority, and its magnificent destinies.’ 

Itis notonly to the men, bug also to the women 
of France that he appeals: 

Grandmothers, mothers, wifes, brides, sis‘ers, and 
daughters, be persuaded that, in the present state 
or Europe, there is no interest that touches yow 
more nearly than that of the national defence, 
Give a vigorous geveration, morally and p\y-i- 
cally robust, and you will have accomplished your’ 
task. 

In conclusion, General Boulanger hopes that 
France may long be spared the scourge of war; bat, 
‘‘unforiuuately,” the destinies of a great country 
are sometimes beyond the control of her children. 
The war may suddenly break out. We must coldly 
and calmly view this human calamity, and all pree 
pare for it without distinc.ion, if we wisly the teme 
rest to be a short oneand prevent our being overe 
whelmed by the hurricane.”

There has fallen almost four times this amount 
of water in less than twenty-four hours, yet no 
great damage has been reported. 

The wind before the rain began was north- 
west, which soon veered to east and a chilly 
blast soon swept over the city, blowing the 
rain into every possible crevice. 

Although the wind is east the temperature is 
as cool as if it were west or north. On Satur- 
day at 3 p. m. the maximum temperature was 
78; yesterday it was 66. Saturday the mini- 
mum temperature was 64, while 55 was regis- 
tered yesterday. 

The rain record for Corpus Christi yesterday 
was 3.22 inches for twenty-four hours; for 
Shreveport, La., 1.14 inches for twenty-four 
hours, and for Palestine, Tex., 1.32 inches for 
twenty-four hours.

| MEMORIAL SERVICES 


Held at the First Baptist Church 
Yesterday Afternoon 


In Memory of the Late Thomas G. Gres- 
ham—An Eloquent Tribute From 
The Rev. Dr. Hawthorne. 


Notwithstanding the inclement weather yes- 
terday afternoon, the First Baptist church was 
crowded by those eager to listen to the memo- 
rial services of the late Thomas G. Gresham. 

The prime mover of this demonstration of 
feeling was Secretary Bosard, of the raiiroad 
branch of the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion. 

After the first hymn had died away Dr. 
Hawthorne arose and reauested Dr. Jones to 
offer prayer, which he did in an effective man- 
ner, calling forth the “vébdler nature of the 
hushed and bowed congregation to witness the 
work of God in taking from our midst one who 
was loved for magnanimity, benevolence and 
charity.”’ 

Dr. Hawthorne arose after the prayer was 
ended, and read a part of the 1Jth chapter of 
Hebrews, after which the audience sang an 
appropriate hymn. As the final notes faded 
intothe distant recesses of the church,@r. 
Hawthorne stood likea statue viewing this 
vast congregation with awful solemnity. Then 
he becan: “Marc Antony standing over the 
dead body of Julius Cwsar, said. ‘I come 
to bury Cwsar, not to praise him.” Why 
would he not praise him? Had he not done 
great things for his country; did he not give 
law to the world? Why? Because he had 
been unlawfully ambitious and would have 
reigned as an absolute despot. Hence, he was 
afraid to praise him. But unlike Myre An- 
tony, we can do more than bury Tom Gresham 
—we can praise him.’’ 

It was a beautiful eulogy—that which fol- 
lowed. In the course of it, Dr. Hawthorne 
said: ‘If I ever knew a man in this life who 
was virtuous, frank, affectionate and Christian- 
like that man was Tom Gresham. One of 
his many virtues was his devotion to his fam- 
ily. It was like a burst of sunshine when he 
came in the door, always bright with nature’s 
love-light. He was a true friend, a friend 
always whose affections 
sever. Hewassnch a friend to me. He has 
demonstrated the genuineness of that friend- 
slilp. 

“Ife was a man who seemed to have a happy 
feeling for others. He was 2 man in love with 
mankind and always had a cheerful word to all 
those with whom he came incontact. Ie was 
a ian of power and courage and strength to 
maintain his convictions. It was an act of his 
loyalty to conviction that caused him to be 
feully slain. Hearing institutions, which he 
thought were noble and elevating, maligned 
outrageously, he manly resented this wrong. 

“He was a man of the strictest integrity in 
business; a man who was far better than the 
law. Generous—yes, more than generous—he 
was one of those men who would always do 
more than he contracted todo and for whom 
anyene would do favor of the higher degree. 

“I believe he was a Christian—that while 
this is trne—he had his faults, all of us have. 
Ile was not a perfect man—none of us are 
perfect. 

‘‘it was about three years ago that he came 
to my study and told me, in his honest, simple 
way, that he had sinned long enough, and 
almost every Sunday morning before services 
he would come in my study and talk about the 
religion he love:l.”’ 

*‘l am of the opinion that the restaurant at- 
tachment to the barroom is one of the most 
successful tricks of this age, and Iam grieved 
to know that Tom Gresham came to death in 
the vestibule of one of these places of iniquity. 
But | believe this is the voice of God. 

***Vengence is mine sayeth the Lord,’ and 
‘do not foster any lawlessness to contaminate 
you forever.’ I don’t believe that Chief Jus- 
tice Davis, of the supreme court of New York, 
exaggerated when he said that nine-tenths of 
all crime could be traced to liquor. I no not 
impugn any man’s motives.”’ 

Secretary Bosard of the R. R. branch Young 
Men’s Christian association said in a few re- 
marks that Tom Gresham was like Peter of 
old, impetuous but generous to a fault. His 
conversion occurred In the little cottage of Mr. 
Kinyon, master car builder of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. ‘I don’t believe Tom 
Gresham would lower his manhood todo a mean 
act,’’ said Mr. Bosard. ‘‘Let us beware of the 
place he was killed in and shun all such.” 

Dr. Pentecost, of New York, closed the ser- 
vice with asuccint but impressive appeal to 
steer clear of therum places. He said, ‘they 
are good places to keep out of.”” “Georgia and 
Atlanta are now better known tous in New 
York than any other southern state and city,” 
he said ‘‘and it is so because you so nobly held 
out anexample for us two years ago, your 
naine was heralded all over the country.”’ 

Dr. Pentecost here stated that he never made 
but one temperance Jecture in his life. Con- 
tinning, he said: ‘‘Nine hundred millions of 
dollars are thrown in ‘the rum-sellers’ hands 
annually. The case of a leading manufacturer 
of Providence, Rh, 1., who euployed many 
hands, wished to know just how 
their money went. Accordingly he 
marked the bills on pay day and twenty-four 
hours after found most of them in a bank, de- 
posited by :um sellers whose monthly custo- 
mers were nearlyall employes at this manu- 
factory. Five thousand dollars in fives and 
tens were marked, and $4.060 were found at 
the bank. Immediately after this a total ab- 
stinence society was inaugurated, which still 
exists. “We are going to wear them out,” 
said Dr. Pentecost. 

‘Let the dead man’s blood call aloud to you 
and awaken a sense of integrity, so that you 
can say, ‘Let me die the death of a righteous 
man.’ Thistexthas been running through 
my head all the afternoon,’’ the doctor re- 
marked. “A righteous man isthe man who 
will hold tothe faith of -Jesus Christ. God 
had a double purpose in taking your friend 
from you—to teach you to prepare yourselves 
to incet death and to show the infinity of His 
power.”’ : 

The church was crowded and the services 
were very interesting throughout. 


Congregational Church. 

To say that the morning services at the Church of 
the Redeemer yesterday was a revelaton to those 
who braced the storm to be in attendance is putting 
it mildly. Those who had heard Judge Van Epps 
on former occasions werc prepared for a feast, but 
wd discourse yesterday was a wonder to every- 

ody. 

The sermon (or addross as he would call it) was a 
morvel of power, poetry and logic. ; 

Mr. Stebbins, the world-renowed evangelist, had 
the services in charge. After the introductory ex- 
ercises, Mr. Stebving sang (as appropriate to the 
subject) with wonderful tenderness and pathos 
“There is a Green Hill far Away.” 

Juage Van Epps taking for his central throught 
the words of the Savior in the garden of Geth- 
semane, “My soul is exceeding sorrowful,”’ began 
by picturing the scene that surroundsd this great 
historicaleyent. Once upon a time twelve men 
were assembled in conference concerning events 
about to transpire. It was on the afternoon ofa 
lovely April day. Flowers were every where 
lending their fragrance to the scene. 
Jeru:alcm was before them, and was full of actiy- 
ity. All Jewry was assembled there, said to have 
been two million six hundred thousand souls. One 
little baby shoep was to be sacriticed for every ten 
souls. The paschal lamb, type of the great paschal 
lamb which was to be the world’s redeemer. Christ 
and his discipies, as they looked upon the scene 
saw the extent of the preparation now going on. 
Thus vividly was each scene portrayed which led 
up to the honr of Christ’s betrayal. The causes 
which helped to make up the great burdea of sor- 
row in the Savior's heart, were pictured in real life, 
with a power and finish worthy of the pen ofa 
Dickens, -

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MAKING ICE, 


An Account of the Interesting Process, and 
Some New Machinery. 

The Atlanta ice factory has just put into 
service some very fine machinery, 

This company uses only the purest well wa- 
ter, and consequently the ice they make is as 
pure as the purest lake ice, as it contains no 
foreign matter whatever. 

The fly wheels of the pump recently put in 
will weigh over four tons. They are about four- 
teen feetin diameter. The old machines are the 
Arctic make, while the new ones are built by 
Boyle, of New York. 

The capacity has been fifteen tons per day, 
but with the additional plant thirty-five tons 
can be manufactured. The weight of each 
block ofice as it comes outis from one hun- 
dred and ten to one hundred and sixteen 
pounds. 

It may be of interest to know just how this 
artiticial ice is produced, even in the hottest 
days of summer. 

The water is pumped from the wells toa 
height of thirty feet, where it falls splashing 
overalong coil of two-inch pipe containing 
liguid anhydrous ammonia, which has been 
forced from the large cvlinders containing am 
monia under a great pressure. These cvlin- 
ders are kept immersed in water to prevent 
them from getting too hot to work. The 
gauge for high pressure is kept at 175, while 
the low pressure is only fourteen pounds. 

Large vats filled with coils of pipe, which 
are constantly submerged in a strong brine 
water, contain anhydrous ammonia gas, which 
is first on very high pressure to reduce it to the 
liquid state, then to gaseous form to absorb the 
latent heat of thre air and water in the pipes. 
By this the brine water, which is kept in cir- 
culation by centrifugal machines, is lowered to 
fifteen degrees, Fahrenhiet, at which tempera- 
ture the water in the galvanized cans becames 
blocks of ice in twent, -four hours. 

The machinery alone of this plant is valued 
at $40,000. 

It is a mistaken idea people have about the 
ammonia being discernible iu the ice thus 
manufactured. Itis just physically impossi- 
ble, as the brine water would absorb all of the 
ammonia inthe pipes should anything occur 
to precipitate it, and even if it did not, the 
cans of water are closely covered up, and 
nothing can penetrate them.
